For several years, interested community 
minded citizens and members of Antioch's 
Historical Society such as. Betty Lou 
Williams, Bill Brook, Marilyn Sterbenz, 
Dr. Jim Kopriva, Mayor Mike Haley and 
members of the village board, have been 
discussing using one of Antioch's historical 
landmarks, the old grade school! on the cor- 
ner of Depot and Main Sts., as a museum for 
the display of Antioch's historical heritage. 

At the board meeting on Monday, Dec. 8, 
some of the groundwork to do just that was 
laid. 

Don Skidmore, superintendent of Antioch's 
grade school district, owners of the property 



in question, told the village board that the 
. building, which had been used for storage for 
the past few years, would now be available 
since the advent of the bus garage at the up- 
per grade school now filled those storage 
needs. .. 

James Quedenfield, head of the building 
committee, told- the board that the school 
district would like to lease the school to the 
village, at the rate of a dollar a year, with the 
idea that the village could then sublease to 
the Historical Society, with the school 
district retaining ownership. 

Mayor Haley said^* 'J envision this to be a 
great community effort in refurbishing the

building and reactivating -the Historical 
Society so we can have a museum open to the 
public." ' 

Both the township and the village are 
talking about possible grants for the project. 

Attorney Mike Gander told the board that 
in the event that the village leased the 
building from the school district, the village 
would- take on the responsibility of the main- 
tenance and utilities, and permission for any 
structural changes would have to come from 
the school district, with the bench mark 
remaining untouched. 

The attorney also reported that, by 
statute, the building could only be leased to a

municipality for community non-profit use, 
with a five-year, renewable lease stipulated. 

(Sander also said that the use of the 
building would have to be such as not to con- 
flict with the normal functions of the lower 
grade school. 

Haley asked in the event that' grant 
problems arose because of the. school 
district's ownership of the building, if there 
were possibilities, either of the village" ob-_ 
taining said ownership or of the transference 
of the grant to the school district 

Skidmore said that he thought both alter- 
natives were possible.
